A. The evaluation forms are 
computer readable and re¬ 
quire checking boxes - there 
is room for comments but the 
majority of the form is check 
off. Students can choose to 
use only the check-off por¬ 
tion if desired. The form 
specifies that the student’s 
name not be given.

emotional support when 
needed. I went in there with 
a head full of visions of how 
I could and would change the 
system almost single- 
handedly and soon dropped 
back to earth with a 
resounding thud.

Your back aches after 
seven hours and a thousand 
or so files later. No, I was not 
compensated by a paycheck 
every two weeks. I put in at 
least 70 hours one month.

During this time I 
changed my preference and 
decided to switch to mental 
health and addictions instead. 
Having a vested interest in 
both, I know I have made the 
right choice. 

What about you? If you 
are not as sure of your goals 
as I am, try to get in some 
volunteer work in your area 
of interest to you before you 
spend two or three years of 
your life in college only to 
find out its not for you.

Q. How long after filling 
out the evaluation forms 
should students expect to 
get a summary of results 
from a teacher? 

A. Immediacy is important 
for both parties. It is pre¬ 
ferred that the summary is 
shared within a two week 
period. The statistical analy¬ 
sis may take longer for large 
classes if a backlog develops 
at the computer readers. The 
immediacy also relates to 
makingchangestobetter serve 
current students. 

Q. What form will the sum¬ 
mary of class evaluations 
take? Will it include a sta¬ 
tistical summary of re¬ 
sponses? Can students re¬ 
quest a statistical summary 
if they are offered just an 
interpretation of the results 
by their teacher? 

A. The responses are feed¬ 
back for the faculty; the sum¬ 
mary is a basis for discussion 
with the class. The process 
requires a level of mutual 
respect, skills and shared 
goals. The initial sessions 
may be awkward until both 
parties have developed ef¬ 
fective feedback as part of 
their communication skills. 
The mutual goal is an im¬ 
proved learning environment 
not an adversarial win/lose 
game. There is no built-in 
mechanism for students to 
access statistical data. 

Q. Can students access their 
evaluation form or the sum¬ 
mary of their class evalua¬ 
tion results for use in stu¬ 
dent appeals? 

A. The appeals process is 
based on the materials sub¬ 
mitted by the student for re¬ 
view along with the course 
outlines and assignment ex¬ 
pectations. It is not apparent 
that the class evaluation has 
relevance or can be related to 
the individual student ’ s work. 


Q. Are evaluation forms be- 
ing distributed in the middle 
of the semester to allow 
teachers to change their 
teaching methods if the 
forms indicate that changes 
are needed? 

A. The ideal process requires 
the evaluation forms to be 
done in mid-term so that cur¬ 
rent students can gain from 
changes resulting from stu¬ 
dent feedback. 

Q. What can students do if 
their teachers do not re¬ 
spond to suggestions made 
in evaluations? Where and 
how should students com¬ 
plain about teachers? 

A. The preferred process is a 
dialogue leading to negoti¬ 
ated changes between stu¬ 
dents and faculty. Ifthisdoes 
not produce change, students 
can take their concerns to the 
chair or higher if necessary. 
The first step is dialogue with 
the faculty, then proceed to 
the next step. The student 
handbook describes the ap¬ 
peals and complaints proc¬ 
esses. 

Q. If teachers are doing a 
really good job, how can 
students let a teacher’s su¬ 
pervisor or the college com¬ 
munity know about it? 

A. In the same way as above, 
first direct approval to the 
faculty. Then forward a let¬ 
ter of appreciation to the chair 
and dean. Praise is always 
welcome. There is a process 
through the Board of Gover¬ 
nors to nominate faculty rec¬ 
ognition. Editor’s note: All 
students are invited to nomi¬ 
nate teachers or other college 
staff for Board of Governors 
Awards ofExcellence, which 
are awarded annually in the 
spring. Nomination forms 
are available in the S.A.C. 
office and other offices around 
the college. (The preceding 
article was taken from City 
College News.)

Deficits create a very 
stressful working environ¬ 
ment for excellence in teach¬ 
ing, curriculum development, 
performance review, stand¬ 
ards, etc... 

Due to high unemploy¬ 
ment, especially in Ontario, 
the tax base of both Federal 
and Provincial governments 
has eroded and have reduced 
tax revenues. The govern¬ 
ments are broke and they can¬ 
not borrow more to keep the 
public sector employment 
rate and expenses at the level 
of 80’s. 

As a teacher, I feel that 
George Brown community 
must maintain public trust and 
accountability. Speaking for 
myself I find it is not produc¬ 
tive to be critical of the gov¬ 
ernment, administration or the 
Union. 

To wipe out the $5 
million deficit and to mini¬ 
mize the impact of layoffs of 
fellow teachers, support staff 
etc. (we are all together in it) 
I suggest that all members of 
George Brown community 
takea20%cutfromonemonth 
of our salary. This is not a 
permanent reduction but only 
a one time loss of income. 
This should eliminate the 
deficit. 

If we do not show our 
concern and responsibility to 


the public and to our govern¬ 
ment, we may destroy our 
image as teachers, adminis¬ 
trators and union leaders, but 
more importantly, the gov¬ 
ernments maybe forced to 
close some colleges and uni¬ 
versities permanently and 
allow hefty increases in tui¬ 
tion fees to balance the books.
